Looke into Grat 
rolio 14e. donʒ abꝛidgment of Chꝛonicles, and there pou ſhall ſee 
it, Then come to the third yeerc of the raigne of Bing 
Edward the ſixt, when a great number rebelled in the 
Ncbeluon Welt partes of this Realme, whole pzetence in parte, 
in the weſt was to haue had the Religion then (which is alſo nowe 
parts. p2ofefſed) to haue beene ſuppꝛeſſed. But what chaunced 
Syr lf. to Sir Humfrey Arundell Knight , and others of the 
runde. pzincipaleſt of that faction, were not they rewarded by 
Juſtice in like ſoꝛt. Loke into the ſaide abzidgment, 
and there it appearcth. Let me tell you of the icvelliom 
of Wiat and others, in the firlt yere of the raigne ob 
Qucene Mary, which was to the ende fo haue with⸗ 
ſtoode her marriage with the Spaniſh King , and that 
the Religion nowe p2ofcfſed (which was allo pꝛofeſſed, 
when ſhe came to her Crowne) ſhoulde haue beene con⸗ 
tinued, which notwithſtanding was ſupp2eſſed by her. 
Was not the ſaide V Viat and dpuers other executed 
[bi4e, 165, {02 the ſame Rebellion, Loke into the ſame Booke, 
and there it is plainelp ſette downe. Did not p Carles 
Hoꝛtbern Of No2ththumberland and Uleſtmerlande, with fiftie 
rebciton, Anights, Eſquires and Gentlemen, beſides a great 
number of the common ſoꝛte, rebell in the No2th parts 
of this Realme,in the ri. pre of her Paieſties raigne, 
to the ende to haue had alteration of this Religion and 
dc. 191. moſt happy ate, But what was the ende of theſe | 
Carles, were not they both attainted vi treaſon, was 
nos 
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not the Carle of Nozthumberlande beheaded at Yozke, 

and did not the other flie the Realme, and were not the 

ſaid fiftie perſons attainted aiſo of hich treaſon. Looke 

into the confirmation of their attamder, by parliament becino 
in the xiii, verre of her Maieſties raigne, and you ſhall ter 
finde it there appararit, Diners of which ſayde fiftie, klzabeth. 
perſonnes, beſides many other of the common ſozt, were 
executed fo2 that rebellion, 

Conſider of Arden, which about the 25. pe&re of her Aiden. 
Maieſties raigne, conſpired her aieſties with others 
death, to thelende to haue had alteration of this Religion 
and eſtate, were not they alſo then attainted of high tr ea 
ſon, was not Arden executed like a Traitoꝛ, and did not 
Jentleman an other of them after his condemnation fo2 
that offence,hang himſelfe in Newgate, p day befo2e he 
that (hold haue beene executed. Then remember p moſt 
rankelt Traptoꝛ y hath been heard of in our time, Parry 
by name, who notwithſtanding bee had beene attainted 
fo2 Burglarie, and foꝛ the ſame attained her Pateſties 
pardon, went afterwardes beyond the Bras, and there

berland conſpire with the Lozd Paget, and Charles berland. 
bis Brother, with Shelleyjand Throgmorton, to have 8 baßke. 
ſupp2eſſed this Religion, to daue aduaunced the Komiſh . 
Religion, and by fozraine inuaſion into this Lande , to 
haue vtterly ſubuerted this noble fate, and to haue ad⸗ * 
uauuced lo the Crowne the ©. Aucne. In which their Shelley.

ſhoꝛtly after condemned fo that conſpiracie , and re⸗ 
maineth at the Queenes mercie : and are not the ſapde 
Lo2d Pagett and his Bꝛother attainted foz that offence 
by vtlarie. 

Was not Babington and thirteene other, alſo exe- 
tuted in the rrviit.yere of her bigknes raigne, as Trai⸗ 
toꝛs foꝛ the like crimes, And laſtly, haue not fourteene 
Jeſuites, and Seminarie Pꝛieſtes, Within theſe fiue 
peeres berne crecuted as Traptoꝛs, foꝛ p2actiſing to 
withdꝛawe her Paieſties ſubiccs,fro there due allegy- 
ance to her highnes, and foꝛ that intent, from the Keli⸗ 
gion now eſtabliſhed, to the Religion of Rome, and to 
peclde ſubiection to that Sea. 

By theſe notable and me moꝛable examples, you map 
plainelie ſee, the ſhamefull and miſerable end of Trap⸗ 
to2s, falſe conſpiratozs , and Rebelles againſt they; 
Pꝛince and ſoucratane Gonernour, what ſocucr they: 
pꝛetentes of Religion hath bene, And theſe examples 
are heere ſette downe fo2 warnings to other, and happy 
is he that can take berde by an others danger, and miſ⸗ 
happe, as the wiſe Cato ſapth, Felix quem faciunt aliens 
pericula caut um-. And was not the ſaid late S. QAueene, 
pꝛiuie to ſund2y of the ſaid conſptracies, and treaſons, 
was lhe not a p2inctpall, a better and comfoꝛter of the 
ſaid offenders therein: It is very euident by a _

tiſe publiſhed in pꝛint, whereby appearetb , that the 
Loꝛdes and Commons of the high Court of Parliamet, 
baning of long time to their intollerable grerke, founde, 
by howe many p2actiſes the ſapd Scottiſh Qutene, had 
compalled the deſtruction of her highnes moſt ropall 
perſonne (in whoſe ſafety next vnder God they acknow 
ledged their cheefe felicitie to conſiſt) thereby not onelie 
fo bereaue them of the ſincere and true Religion in this 
Realme pꝛokeſſed and eſtabliſhed, but to bꝛing backe as 
gaine this noble Realme into the thzaldome of Romiſh 
tyꝛannie, and to ouerth2owe the happy eſtate thereof; 
wherein, although her higbneſſe of her abcundant gra⸗ 
tious naturall clemency, and pꝛincelp magnanimitie, 
had epther lightly paſſed them ouer, 02 with no (mall 
indulgence tolerated, notwithſtanding, the often and 
earneſt inſtances of her Nobilitte and Commons, in 
ſundꝛy Parliaments heeretofoꝛe: and further had pꝛo⸗ 
tected her from the violent purſuite ot her own people: 
thee pet, as a perſon obdurate in malice (as it appeared) 
continued her foꝛmer pꝛactiſes, as had beene lately mas 
tuifeſted by certaine wicked conſpiracies, plotted by the 
ſayd Babington, and diuers deſperate perſons, that had 
combined and confederated themſelues by vowe + oath 
in a molt hoꝛrible enterpꝛiſe, bp murther to take away 
the life of ber Maieſtie: wherein the Scottiſh Nucene 
did not onely aduiſe them, but alſo direct, comfoꝛt, and 
abette them, with perſwaſion,counſell, pꝛomiſe of rc- 
ward, and earneſt obteſtation. Wlherevpon, her Paie⸗ 
ſtie, at the earneſt requeſt of ſuch as tendered v ſafety of 
her ropall per ſonne, and the quiet of the Realms „ did 
direct her Commiſion vnder the great ſcale to ſundꝛye 
Loꝛdes and others of her Maieſties pꝛiuie Counſell, 
and a great number of Loꝛds of Parliament, of j grca⸗ 
teſt and moſt auncient degree, aſſiſted with ſome cf the 
C. ii. principal 
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p2incipall Judges of the Realme, to heare, examine 
and determine the lame, accoꝛding to a Statute in that 
behalte made in the xrvii. peere of her raigne. Who to 
the number of thirty ſire, hauing attended the executi⸗ 
on of the ſaid Commiſſion, and diuers dapes and times, 
heard the allegations againſt the ſaid Scottiſh Qucene 
in her owne pꝛeſence and hearing, (he beringpermitted 
to ſay what ſhe woulde in her owne excuſe,) dyd wyth 
one aſſent, finde her culpable both in pꝛiuitie and cons 
ſent to the ſayd crimes obiected, and alſo in compaſſing 
the Queencs Maieſties death. Uhich ſentence, by her 
owne directions, vpon the hearing of the pꝛoues and 
pꝛoteſſe in Parliament. was tudged to haue beene moſt 
honourable and iuſt And fo2 aſmuch as the ſaid Qucene 
of Scots. was the very ground and enelp ſubiect, wher- 
vpon ſuch daungerous p2actiics and complots, had been 
founded againſt her Maieſties moſt ropall perſon, and 
the eſtate of this Nealme fo2 theſe many perres, to the 
onerthzowe of ſundꝛy of the Nobilitie of the lande, and 
daunger of Chzifftan Religion, and that they could ſee 
no hope of her, deſiſting, and her adherents but that Fill 
ber Maieſties ſafetie muſt be hazarded, and ſtand to the 
event of the like miraculous diſconerics : 
Therefoꝛe, as moſt humble and inſtant ſuppliants, 
they did vpon theyꝛ knees at her moſt gracious fete, be- 
ſceche and requeſt in moſt earneſt manner, that aſwell 
foꝛ the confinuaunce of Gods Religion , the quiet of 
thts Kinadome, pꝛeſeruation of her perſon, and defence 
of them and thepꝛ poſterities, that it woulde pleaſe her 
highnes to take oꝛder, that the ſapd ſentence might bee 
publiſhed, and ſuch further direction giuen, as was re⸗ 
quiſife in this ſo waighty a cauſe, atcoꝛding to the pur⸗ 
poꝛt and intent of the ſayd Statute, touching the daun⸗ 
gers that her Paieſties perſon was in, by the —_—_ 
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of the Stottiſh Aucene, and her fauourers they appcare 
in that they did thinke that the had right, not to ſucctede 
her Maicſtic, but to enioy her Crowne in poſſeſſion, 
and therefoꝛe as ſhe was a molt impatient competito? 
thereof, ſo ſhe would haue ſpared no meanes whatſo- 
ner, that migbt haue bereft vs of her Maieſtie, the one⸗ 
lie impediment that ſhee could not cnioy her deſire. 
Shce was ohdurate in malice againſt her rorall 
perfon, notwithſtanding her Maieſtie dad Lzcwwed her 
All fauonr and mercte, as well in pꝛeſeruing her kings 
dome, as ſauing her life, and ſaluing her honour , And 
thcrefoze there was no place fox mercie , ſince there 
was no hope that'ſhee would haue dcſiſted from her 
moſt. wicked attempts. | 
Dhee boldly and openly p2ofcſſed, that it was law⸗ 
full foz her to moue invaſion vppon her Maieſtie, and 
thercfo2c,as of inuaſion victoꝛy might enſte,andof vic⸗ 
toꝛie, the death of the vanquiſhed : ſo did ſhe therby not 
obſcurelp bewꝛaie, that ſhe thought it lawfull, fo her 
to deſtroy her Maieſties ſacred perſonne, | 
She did thinke it not onely lawfull,but hono2able alſo 
and merito2toas to take her Mateſtics life from her, as 
beeing all ready depꝛiued ol her Crowne,by the excom⸗ 
munication of the holy Father. And thcrefoze it was 
like ſhe would (as ſhe haddoone) continually ſtehe it 
by whatſoener meanes. 7. | 
That ſhe was greedie of her Paieſties death, and pꝛe⸗ 
ferred it befoꝛe ber owne life and ſafetie, appeareth,foz 
in her direction to one of her late Complices, che ad» 
uiſed (vnder couert termes,) that whatſoever ſhoulde 
become of her, that tragicall execution ſhould bee pers 
fozmed, vpon our moſt gracious ſoueraigne Lady, name 
ly,the deſtruction of ber ropall perſonne, 


ohe was the onely hope of all diſcontented ſubiccts, 
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che was the foundation, whercon all the cvill diſpoſcy 
did builde, ſhe was the rote from whence all rebelli⸗ 
ons and trecheries did ſpꝛing: And thercfozz , while 
this hope laſted, this foundation ode, and thys roote 
liued, they would haue retained hart, and ſet cn foote 
whatſocuer they deniſes againſt this Realme, which 
otherwiſe will fall away,die,and come to nothing. 

All theſe matters her Paieſtie did moſt derpelpe 
conſider of, and pet fo the ende it might enidently ap⸗ 
peare,howe vnwylling ſhe was to take away þ Queene 
of Scots life, ſhe required to vnderſtand by the conſt- 
deration and reſolution of the high Court of Parlia⸗ 
ment, whether any other meanes could be thought ok, 
oꝛ ſound by anie ofthem, how the Scottiſy Qucenes 
life might be ſpared, and yet her Matcſties perſonne 
ſaued out of perill, and the ſtate af the Realme pꝛeſer⸗ 
ued in quiet: Foz her Paicſties further ſatiſfaction, 
they enteredinto a new conlultation, ⁊ ſoz that prupoſe, 
ſebected a great number of the choyſeſt : gerſons of the 
higher houſe of Parliament, to conferre thereof, epther 
pꝛunatelp, oꝛ together with the lower houſe: and vppon 
ſundꝛzy conferences had in that behalfe at ſeueral times, 
it was concluded by the whole aſſemblic of both hou⸗ 
ſes, that there conld be no other aſſarrd meanes foꝛ the 
pꝛeſeruation ot her Maieſties life, tontinuance of Gods 
Religion, and quiet of this ſtate, then by the full execu⸗ 
tion of the ſayd ſentence. 

That if her ateſtie ſhould be ſafe without taking 
away the life of the Scottiſh Qucene , the ſame were 
molt likely and pzobabiy to grow by one of theſe means 
following. 

Firſt, that happilie ſhe myght haue bene reclaimed 
and become A repentaunt conuert, agniling her = 
ics 
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ſies great mertie and fauour . in remitting her hep⸗ 
nous offence, and by her lopaltie haue pcrfozmed the 
fruites of ſuch conucr ſion. 

2. D; els, by a moꝛe ſtraight guarde might haue ben 
fo kept as there ſhould haue beer ne no feare of the like at 
tempts after, 

3. D2, that good aſſuraunce might haue berne gyuen 
by Othe, Vondes oꝛ Voſtages, as cautions foꝛ her good 
and lopall demcanonr from thencefozth. 

4. On laſtlie, bp Baniſhment, the Realme might 
haue beene voyded of her perſonne, and thereby the pe⸗ 
rils further remoucd,that might growe to her Baieſty 
by her pzeſence. 

All which matters being dnely pondered, it did pet 
appeare in all thepꝛ iudgments, that they durſt not ad⸗ 
uiſe anie ſecuritie to reſt in anp, no, not in all of them. 

Foz touching her Connerſien , it was cenſfſdered, 
that if pietie 02 duety could haue reſtrained her from 
ſuch haynons attempts, there was cauſe aboundantlye 
miniſtred to her on her Bateſftes behalfe, when ſhe not 
onelie pꝛotected her againſt the violence of her owne 
Subiectes, who purſued her to death by Juſtice, but co⸗ 
ucred her honour, when p ſame by publique fame was 
touched, and by verie heynons and capitall crimes ob⸗ 
iected and pꝛourd againſt her, befoze tertaine Commiſ⸗ 
ſarie delegates aſſigned to examine the ſame,moze then 
blemiſhed and ſpared her life, when fo2 her foꝛmer con⸗ 
ſpiracies and confederacies with p Nozthzem Rebels, 
her highnes was with great inſtance p2efſed by bothe 
the houſes in the fouretene yeere of her Maieſties 
raigne, to do like Juſtice vpon her as now was deſired, 
and as her treaſonable pꝛactiſes then, hadde moſt laſtly 
deſerued. 

And where the penaltie of thys Ace ſafficientlyc

notified vnto her, ſhould haue terrified her from ſo wic- 
ked attempts, he did neuertheleſſe inſiſt in her fozmer 
pꝛactiſes, as a perſonne obdurate in malice againſt her 
Maieſtie, and irrecouerable: lo as there was no pꝛo⸗ 
bable hope of anie conuerſton, but rather great doubt 
and fear e of relaps, foꝛaſmuch as ſhe ſtode obſtinatly in 
the deniall of matter moſt euidentip pzoned, and moſte 
taſtly ſentenced againſt her, and was not entered into 
the firſt parte of repentaunce. The recognition of her 
offence,and ſo much the farther off from the true fruits 
that ſhoulde actompanie the ſame. 

As foꝛ a ſurer guarde, and moze ſtraite impꝛiſon⸗ 
ment, it was reſolued, that there was no ſecurity ther⸗ 
in, noꝛ pet in the other two meanes pꝛopounded of 
Bondes and Hoſtages. foꝛaſmuch as the ſame meanes 
that ſhould be pꝛactiſed to take her aieſties life away 
(which God foꝛbid) would aptly ſerue, bothe foꝛ the de⸗ 
nuerie of ber perſon; and relcaſe of the Bondes 4 Yo- 
ſtages,that ſhould be gtuen foz cautions in that behalfe: 
which being vnaptlie atchiued, and fo our irreparable 
loſſe, who ſhould ſue the Bondes, oꝛ detaine p Yoſfages? 
oz beeing detained, what pꝛopoꝛtion was there in bonds 
oꝛ hoſtages whatſoeuer, to counteruaile the value of ſo 
pꝛecious and ineſtimable a Jewell, as her Maieſtie is 
to this Realme, and to vs all ? 

That ſhe would ſolemnly haue bowed and taken 
an othe, that ſhe would not haue attempted any thing 
to the hurt of her Maieſties perſon: Sher had already 
ſund2y time falſifped her wozd, ber wꝛiting # ber othe, 
and held it fo2 an Article of Religion.

And ſurely it is moſt true, ſoʒ though theyz cons 
Prince. ſppꝛacies be neuer ſoſecrete , they2 treaſons neuer ſo 
tunninglie contriued, pet God dotþ in tymes alwayes 
reueale them, to the deſtruction of the parties to the 
ſame, as by the ſapde examples may appeare. Nowe foz 
pꝛofe by the woꝛd of God, that it is not lawfull fo2 the 
Subiect to touch the P2zinces perſon.
